The Cubans give presents In connec 


tlon with tbe Christmas celebration, 
but this IB done ou Jan. 6, "El Dla de 
los Reyes." Tbe day of tbe kings Cuba 
celebrates tbe visit of tbe tbree wise 
ineo—Balthazar, Melcblor and Gaspar— 
to tbe infant Jesus with tbeir offerings 
of gold, frankincense and myrrh. Tbia 
is tbe annual love gift day, when tbe 
Cubans give tbeir children aud dear 
ones beautiful presents in our bounti- 
ful Christmas manner. 


In Cuba you don't ««k a child. "What 


do you want Santa Claus to bring 
you?" but. "U'liat are the wise m<-n of 
the east going to give. 3on?" 


Instead of our Christmas day dinner, 


the Cubans have, a prosit family re- 
union, the Christmas eve supper, called 
the 'Vena de no'-lie buena." or "supper 
of tbe good night."
